Chapter 81. 


AN" ACT to provide for'the protection of camp meet- 
ings and other religious assemblies. 


SECTION 1. That any .person wbo shall 


sell any'intoxicating drinks witbin two 
miles or any camp meeting, or other reli 
gions assembly, without the written permit 
of the. person or persoiis. hariug the over- 
sight and management of such camp meet- 
ing" or religions assembly,'or who shall oth- 
erwise wilfully interrupt or disturb such 
meeting or assembly, shall:.be punished by 
a:fiue of not more than fifty dollars nor 
less than five'dollars; Provided, that no- 
thing herein contained shall be construed 
to prohibit, any such sale at' any regularly 
established store, tavern, :or other place.ot 
business, .which may have been licensed or 
established previously to such meeting, and 
not with the intent to evade the provisions 
of this act. 


.' SEC. 2. Any person who shall violate the 


provisions of this-act, and who shall be no- 
tified by any person having charge of such 
meeting or assembly, or by any other per- 
son, that he, she, or they, are violating the 
law, and who shall, after such notice, con- 
tinue in such violation, he, she, or .they, 
shall forfeit and pay for every such offence, 
a fine not less than five dollars nor more 
titan fifty dollars, to be collected as herein- 
after provided, and. paid over to the county 
treasurer where the same,, as other fines, 
are required to be .paid, for the use of 
schools. 


SEC. 3. Any sheriff, coroherj- justice of 


the peace, or constable of the proper coun- 
ty, shall upon view, or information and with-', 
out warrant, arrest any person offending 
against this act, and shall seize any articles 
of traffic or other property found' in the 
possession.of the person or:persons'so; of- 
"ending, and/convey the same to a place of 
safety, and • take the person or persons so 
offending before any justice of the peace, 
and shall make an inventory of the proper- 
ty so seized, and the said justice-of the 
;ieace, upon complaint, upon oath or affir- 
mation of the officer apprehending such of- 
fender, or (he oath of any other person, 
shall proceed'forthwith to inquire into the 
ruth of Ihe accusation, and if found true, 
such justice shall enforce the penalty pre- 
scribed by this act. 


SEC. 4. If such offender shall fail to pay 


such tine as said justice of the peace shall 
nflict, together with costs, including the 
necessary expenses of the seizure and cure 
of any property of any kind, seized under 
.he provisions of this act, the said justice 
of the peace shall forthwith issue an exe- 
cution as in actions of tort, and deliver the 
?ame to a constable of the county, .who 
hall immediately levy the said writ upon

itibjoined items from a work on heavy ar- 
illery, published by a: board of army offi- 
cers of which Major Anderson was a metn- 
>er: 


There are four kinds of heavy artillery 


n the land service,, viz : the ^Gnn, the How- 
tzer, the Mortar and the .Colurabincl, and 
they aro distinguished according to their 
use, as siege, garrison and sea coast artil- 
"ery. To serve a heavy piece with facility 
requires five men, though in-cases.of emer- 
gency they can be worked with efficiency 
jy four, and even by three men. A larger 
number of shots can be fired in rapid suc- 
cession with less injury to iron guns than 
to brass ones. It is computed that an iron 
gun-will bear twelve hundred discharges, at 
the rate of twelve an hour. This is 'con- 
sidered as the extreme limitof their power, 
though twenty discharges an hour have- 
been made for sixteen consecutive hours. 
Propelled by one-twecty-Qfth of its weight, 
a fire ball thrown from a mortar of proper 
caliber compasses a range of from^six hun- 
dred to seven hundred yards.

The Senate; yesterday; again defeated tHe 


bill to donate tha swamp lands to the Boun- 
ties' fn which they lie. This was commen- 
dable action on its part. The state, I h'ope,. 
is not yet prepared .to give away into the 
hands of., speculators 2,000,000 acres of 
land, mnch of which is as valuable as any 
in the-state, whea all the drainage necessa- 
ry can be .obtained by merely expending the 
income of this fund for a number of years. 


The'tcvwnship school library bill was re- 


ported back by .the committee on education, 
sod. was. amended by striking out all after 
the enacting clause and inserting a new bill 
repealing the library law, and dividing the 
fund already raised, haH'.to the school fund 
and half to the general fund. The bill in 
this shape was ordered to a third reading 
to-day, and will undoubtedly pass the senate- 
What its fate may be in the assembly I can- 
not. predict, but considering that there are 
few who take a personal interest in it, as it 
is a measure of general and not local im- 
portance, it is safe to say that the assembly 
will concur in tha action of the senate. 
It 


is to b'eTregretted that the legislature can- 
not take a more enlarged view of its duties, 
and that it will thus obtain money from the. 
people .on the pretence that it is to be ex- 
pended in forming township libraries, and 
then appropriate it to -other and different 
purposes, but so it is. It is feared that this 
legislatureThas appropriated and expended 
too much money, more than the people will 
pay with satisfaction, if it is all levied di- 
rectly this year, and hence the library mon- 
ey must be used to diminish the amount of 
the general tax of 1861. 


The legislature has seen fit during this 


session to erect two, new judicial circuits, 
one; of which is said to be designed for 
Webb of 'the assembly, and the other divid- 
ing Judge Gales' -circuit, for Mesamore who 
has received his appointment. 
Judge Gale's 


district has 12,765 inhabitants ; Webb's.dis- 
trict 26,688, and Messmore's 32,846 : while 
our own circuit has over 127,000. 
An at- 


tempt was made in the senate to-day tore- 
peal the act constituting these new circuits, 
but that body which had just slaughtered 
the town library bill from motions of econo- 
my, steadily refused to repeal this odious 
and Unjustifiable measure, which will cost 
the general treasury §5000 a year for sal- 
aries for the judges, an amonnt greater than 
the legal interest on a snm -equal to that 
provided under the library bill. The senate 
also passed a joint resolution ordering the I 
printing of three thousand copies of the re- 
port of the state agricultural society in En- 
glish, and one thousand in the German 
language. What this will cost no body 
knows, nor whether it will be printed under 
the printing contract or not. 


The bill giving a portion of. the land 


grant to the Sugar River Valley railroad 
company has passed both houses. It proba- 
bly secures the building of a road between" 
this place and Portage City, which will so 
far benefit onr section of the state. 


The Supreme Court yesterday affirmed 


the decision of Judge Orton of the circuit 
court that the bonds issued by the city of 
Janesville to the old valley railroad com- 
pany are void.

Union Among the Sects. 


.'... The division;of the religious world into 
sects is. the legitimate result of tKc right of 
private judgment. 
And instead of this be- 


ing-a calamity it is doubtless a blessing to 
the world. It secures greater purity of 
Christian doctrine and--more earnestness in 
Christian labor. 
But it does not follow that 


the sects need to envy; and vex each other. 
It is possible to be divided in speculative 
theology and united in spirit and aims. 


The principal mistake among the sects is 


in attempting to' promote union among 
themselves by the formation of union asso- 
ciations. • Somehow, we fail in learning wis- 
dom by experience. "' From the world's 
evangelical alliance to the last Sunday 
school union pie nic, more, or less sectarian 
friction is the result.' In every sect there 
will be some superficial, ambitious men,- 
ambitious to occupy distinguished positions 
for which they are not fitted either by na-. 
tiire or grace. These are greedy of occa- 
sions for the display of their zeal in the 
great cause 1 They usually push themselves 
into notice by assumptions of importance 
altogether inimical to the harmony, of the 
movement. Such assumptions are distaste- 
ful to the modest, pious portion of commu- 
nity, and the disgusting'aspects of the con- 
cern bring it into disrepute. There are also 
some in every sect who are not content to 
cherish the-notion that their body is in some 
respects superior to all others, but -they 
must improve every _ppportunity to belittle 
all others. These are usually great union 
men! 
They are constantly crying union, 


union I 
But when it.comes to the field of 


action, they must take the command, choose 
the position, appoint the arrangements, col- 
lect the revenue, and secure the glory. 
If 


yon.object to such a union, you will be told 
that you are altogether too particular—too 
sensitive—-that you are not in favor of«n- 
ion—that you are sectarian in your feelings I 
There can be no union when there are no 
equal rights. There must be a full recog- 
nition of the equal authority'of the'parties 
concerned. The plan must be mutually 
agreed upon, .and the execution of the plan 
must be by such methods as will be honora- 
ble to all."'Whea one of the parties as- 
sumes authority which does not properly be- 
long to it, there must be on the part of the 
others, degrading, silent submission, or they 
must-complain. In either case, union is at 
an end. 


The.only successful method to promote 


union amoug the sects is to recognize each 
others rights and treat, each other in good 
taith. And then let each sect work in its 
own way, on its own ground, maintain hon- 
estly its own peculiarities, and achieve its 
own destiny. 
An occasional exchange of 


pulpits, visiting each, others meetings, in- 
terchanging, fraternal greetings, and com- 
municating to each other information, will 
promote good faith and Christian fellowship.

ACTIVITY AT THE TROY ARSENAL.—Nev- 


er since the Mexican, war has there been 
such an extraordinary activity displayed at 
the United States arsenal in West Troy as 
at:the present moment. 


The works are kept going night and day, 


no intermission of any kind is permitted, 
and the Sabbath day even is entirely disre- 
garded. 
I succeeded in visiting the works 


last night, about midnight, and found every 
department in full operation. Large num- 
bers of men were engaged, with lanterns 
hanging from the ceiling, in filling up six, 
twelve and twenty-four pound cartridges, 
which, as soon as filled, were transferred to 
other parties,where they were placed in boxes 
for shipment. In another room I found a 
large number of men busily engaged iu 
charging bombshells with powder, others 
engaged in filling shells with bullets and 
running them full of melted rosin ; the lat 
ter were taken when filled to another room, 
aad there, with machinery, a hole about 
three-quarters of an inch in diameter was 
drilled into the bullets and rosin ; then they 
were taken to another room and charged 
with powder. A very ingenious fuse com- 
pletes, the death-dealing projectile; it is 
made of lead,'of a size just to fill the aper- 
ture in the sheila, .and is registered into sec- 
onds, so that the exact time that will elapse 
before explosion, after leaving the gun, can 
be established to a second. 
Taken alto- 


gether, this shot is a most ugly looking cus- 
tomer, and grape, rifle and musket balls 
and all other known implements of war arc 
being prepared for shipment. I visited the 
grounds again this morning, and the ener- 
gy and activity which were so apparent last 
night .were more evident to-day. Two hun- 
dred thousand rounds of ball cartridges 
were being, placed on board a barge lying 
near ;- numbers of teams were busy draw 
ing to the boat cannon balls, canister and 
grapeshot, grenades, bullet and riiie balls, 
cartridges, guns and gun carriages, mortars, 
and, 
in fact, every otlicle used in war.— 


What struck me as remarkable was the 
large number of seige guns and carriages 
that were going on board, as I.could no 
conceive of what possible use they coulc 
be in the south except to the secessionists, 
unless the administration had determined 
"-to carry the war into Africa," and recap 
ture the forts iu the sonth held by the se 
cessioaists. • .
